“After the war others, who had been out 
with Quantrell, came home and were al- 
lowed to stay peaceably. But the Home 
Guards, a gang of northern cutthroats or- 
ganized to plunder and kill southern sym- 
pathizers, hated my boys, and would not 
let them stay here. 

Here is another from Mrs. Samuels: “Tam 
as thoroughly satisfied about Jesse’s salva- 
tion as I am about my own. When I1 come 
to die I will be just as certain that I wiil 
meet my boy, Jesse, in heaven as that 1 
am going there myself. Jesse was a Bap- 
tist. He joined the church dufing the war. 
He came home terribly wounded, shot twice 
through the lungs, and for several months 
we nursed him while he lay near death. 
When he got well he went to meeting at 
the Baptist Church’and wags baptized. He 
was a good Christian. You know the Bap- 
tists believe that when a person is once 
saved he is always saved. There is no go- 
ing back. And I am a Baptist.” 

Mrs. Samuels said this a few years ago, 
while siiting on the porch looking’ at the 
grave of Jesse James; and she added: 

“The One above will understand all about 
his case, and will know even better than 
his mother the good that was in Jesse's 
heart and life.”’ 

Mrs. Samuels always was the stanchest 
defender of her sons during their career in 
outlawry, which began with the bank rob- 
bery at Liberty, Mo., Feb. 4. 1866, and ended 
with the surrender of Frank James at Jef- 
ferson City, Oct. 5, 1882. when he laid his 
revolver upon Gov. Crittenden’s desk and 
remarted: 

“Governor, I am tired.’’ 

And since xhe death of Jesse at St. Jo- 
seph she has let slip no opportunity to de- 
fend his memory, as the inscription which 
she has placed on his monument. will indi- 
c 


ate 
“Tn proving Memembtance of My Beloved 
Son, Jesse James. Died April 3, 1882. 
Aged 34 Years, 6 Months, 28 Days. Mur- 
dered by a Traitor and Coward W hose 
Name Is Not Worthy to Appear Here.’ 

With individuals, posses, almost armies 
after him; with counties and states striv- 
ing to run him down; with tempting re- 
wards ofiered for his capture and the 
highest sleuth talent of the time devoted 
continually to that end, Jesse James al- 
Ways got away. 

He was one of those men who could shoot 
and ride. Ile also could shoot and walk 
and shoot and stand still. He hit what he 
shot at. The last time he visited his mother 
only ten days before he was killed, he re- 
marked to s. Samuels that he had the 
reputation of being a good shot. A wood 
pecker was pecking away at the trunk of 
a tree thirty yards away. 

“Now, I'll prove that I’m a good shot, 
mother, ” remarked the bandit; whereupon 
he stuck the muzzle of a revolver into the 
air and pulled the trigger, and the wood- 
pecker. pecked no more. 

This helps to explain why Jesse James 
never was.captured. The detectives and 
other officers who, from time to time, went 
after him knew that if they got eloes 
enough they would suffer the fate of the 
woodpecker. Many of them got that close 
and suffered that fate. Most of them 
stayed at a safer distance, and the marks- 
man increased the distance.

Missouri never experienced a more pro- 
found sensation than was occasioned by 
the assassination of. Jesse James ‘by Bob 
Ford, in his own home@; in the city of St. 
Joseph, on the morning, of April 3, 1882. 

Gov, Critténden had Detupied the guber- 
natorial chair at that time for almost two 
years, and it was generally known that he 
was using every means in his power to 
break up train robbing and extirpate out- 


lawry in Missouri. 

Several months prior to Jesse's death he 
had issued a proclamation, offering a re- 
ward of $10,000 for the apprehension of 
Jesse James, and $10,000 for his conviction 
of participation in the Winston robbery on 
the Rock Island railroad and the murder 
of Conductor Westfall and a passenger, in 
the perpetration of the robbery. Copies of 
this proclamation had been sent every- 
where, and sheriffs, marshals, police offi- 
cers and detectives, from one end of the 
country to the other, were straining every 
nerve to ‘tamer his whereabouts. 

Meantime, Jesse James was living quietly 
in Kansas City under the name of How- 

ard, and a short time before his tragic 
death removed with his family to St. Jo- 
seph and occupied a house located on a 
commanding eminence in the southeastern 
part of the city. 

“Dead or Alive ” 
Not in the Offer. 

It has been frequently stated that Gov. 
Crittenden, in his proclamation, offered the 
sum of $10,000 for the capture of Jesse 
James ‘“‘dead or alive.’’ There is not a 
syllable of truth in this statement. He had 
no authority to incorpo*ate any such terms 


in‘any offer of a reward. He offered that 
speci sum for his apprehension, and a 
like sum for his conviction of the crime 
referred to. It is singular that this fia-

n permitted to go uncontradicted so 
ong 

The hunt was now on In earnest, and, 
while it was a matter of public notoriety 
that extraordinary efforts were being made 
to locate and capture Jesse, the measures 
adopted and the details of the various at- 
tempts were kept carefully concealed from 
the public.

Jesse’s Death 


Was Instantaneous. 

Bob’s aim was true. The bullet entered 
a little to the left of the middle of the 
back of the head, and, plowing through 
the brain, came out near the center of 
the forehead. 

Jesse's death was Instantaneous. He, per- 
haps, never had a consclous sensation 
after the shot was fired. It is doubtful if 
he even hedrd the report of the pistol, and 
when his wife, attracted by the sound, 
rushed into the room, shé was horrified by 
the sight of the bloody, lifeless body of 
her husband on the floor.

THE RECORDS SHOW IT ALL 


MONEY/PAID OUT OF THE ISLAND 
TREASURY. 


War Department Files Will Show What 
Became of Part of the $3,000,000 
Paid in Disbanding the Cuban 
Army After Spanish War.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Gen. Maximo 
Gomez received $35,000 from the Cuban 
treasury while the American government 
for the island existed. The Senate has 
been trying for some time to get this in- 
formation from the war department, but 
has not succeeded, and the exact figures 
have been obtained by the Post-Dispatch 


in an unofficial way from officers who have 
had charge of the payments which were 
made for military purposes to keep. Gen. 
Gomez and his associates quiet. At the 
close of the war Gen. Gomez was in abso- 
lute want. He left Cuba with a farewell 
address and sailed for the home of his son— 
his own home also—in Santo Domingo. 

His friends say he went home to get a 
square meal. 

In time he came back. What the Mduce- 
ment was was not then disclosed. When 
the distribution of the $3,000,000 voted for 
the purpose of disbanding the Cuban army 
was made, the first check was for $10,000. 
It was payable to Gen. Maximo Gomez and 
was cashed with his indorsement thereon. 
The check bears date of Mav. 1899. and Is 
for ‘“‘Personal account, order No. 219, Divis- 
ion of Cuba.”’ 


Publicity Was 
Guarded Against. 
Publicity was guarded against on the 
ground that if the large payment was 
known to the Cubans they would lost faith 


in their leader and charge him with being 
mercenary. It was also said by the officers 
who suppressed information of this pay- 
ment that it would, if known. cause dis- 
content among the many Cuban officers, 
who were to get no nav. Those who aided 
in the distribution of the $3,000,000 say that 
it was necessary to pay out a good deal 
of money at ehis time to prevent publicity 
in the island of the manner of distribution, 
and that some of these payments were the 
result of extortions. 

It was considered by the officers at that 
time that it was better to make these pay- 
ments, even to some who were technically 
undeserving, rather than engender hard 
feelings and stir up trouble in the dissolv- 
ing Cuban army which would have been 
hard to manage. 

The amount and excuse for these pay- 
ments will not appear until the repé@rts be- 
ing prepared by the war department have 
been analyzed and classified. 


How tke Money 
Was Distributed. 

In the work of distributing this $3,000,000 
Gen. Gomez was assisted by Gen. Alejandro 
Redriguez, who received at the same time 
a check for $3000 for ‘‘services rendered to 
Gen. Gomez.’ 

Gen. Carlos Roloff was another staff offi- 
cer who received a check June 29 for ‘“‘ex- 
penses connected with the Cuban army, 
order No. 310, Division of Cuba.” while 
‘““Charles”’ Roloff received. $1200 Auge. 14 for 
‘“‘“expenses making rolls for payment of Cu- 
ban army, by Gens. Roloff and Sanchez.”’ 

Gen. Carlos also received $1850 Oct. 13 for 
“expenses discharge Cuban army,’’ and $350 
Nov. 23 ‘‘for ——- in connection with 
distribution of ischarges to members of 
the late Cuban army. 

On Nov. 29 he received another payment 
of $1000 for “services rendered in prepara- 
tion of papers for disci narge of Cuban army, 
Jan. 1 to Nov. 30, 1899.” 

These represent payments to men who 
Gomez insisted should be cared for, and 
the American army officials thought it was 
better to comply. 


Wolf Again 
Found the Door. 
The wolf again invaded the premises over 
which Gen. Gomez presided, for, displaying 


great familiarity with the military treasury 
on Nov. 23, he drew $6000 on ‘‘personal ac- 
count;’’ disbursements made by B. F. Da- 
vis, disbursing clerk at Havana, Cuba. This 
$16,000 was said to be on account of the 
pacification of the insurgents. There was 
@ small element of the Cuban army left 
which would not be pacified. It was de- 
cided to bunch all of these in an o iza- 
tion known as the Cuban “Rural Guard,” 
which was to be a kind of rural constabu- 
lary. By means of it the “‘terriers,’’ as the 
old war horses, the irreconcilables, the “bad 
men” and the discontents were more or less 
mollified. The Cuban private had gotten so 
in the habit of fighting that he wanted to 
keep {it up. It was immaterial whether there 
was any enemy in sight or. not—in fact, 
the farther off the enemy the more he want- 
ed to fight. There was danger at any time 
“some old-time leader would run amuck,’ 
and get a respectable following in point of 
numbers. 

Gomez assisted in picking out the generals 
and colonels of the ban army who were 
mapetenety addicted to fighting and could 

be cured by the ordinary process of 
making mayors of cities, justices of the 
peace or civil employes under the forming 
provisional administration. This work, as 
well as the emptiness of the larder, _—- 
in the Gomez home, caused him - 
in the expenditures under the A age 
‘Rural Guard and Aamieinteaton ~ “Dis- 
bursements made by B. Davis treasury 
disbursing clerk, Havana, Cuba.” 


Balance Is 

Not Given. 

An entry appears on the records at Hav- 
ana showing that on Feb. 1 Gen. Gomez 
was paid $3000. “Services rendered Island

This accounts for the $19,000 
period named by the war department. The 
accounts are not “‘up to date,’’ and the 
balance is not given. It is all record, 
though, and when the Senate gets full and 
properly classified information from the 
completed records of the war department

LONDON, June 28.—The heir to the Brit- 
ish throne is in his ,thirty-eighth year, 
having been born in Marlborough House, 

London, on June 3, 1865. 

He was christened by his grandmother, 
Queen Victoria. He was called George after 
Frederick after 
his mother’s brother, the crown prince of 
Denmark; Ernest after the Duke of Edia- 
burgh, and‘ Albert after the prince con- 
sort. 


He s held the titles of Prince of Wales. 
Duke*of Cornwali and York, Duke of Y ork, 
Kari of Inverness and Baron Killarney. 

Most of his childhood days were passed 
a@t the country estate of his father, San- 
dringham, in Norfoik, with his eider broth- 
er. They lived the healthy, out-of-door life 
of an English gentleman’s sons, with the 
Rev. J. N. Dalton as their governor. 

In their childish pastimes the younger 
boy was the leauer. Prince George always 
enjoyed good health, which was denied 
Prince Alpert Victor.

NOW PERALTA HAS’ FLED 


An Incident of the War in Which 
Swindling and Murder Play 
Prominent Parts. 


Bpecial Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

HAVANA, June 28.—When the act of am- 
mesty was extended to Americans !n prison 
there was one Peralta and two companions 
serving sentences for having swindled two 
of the banks of this city out of about 
$100,000. The crime was committed last Sep- 
tember, and the checks were not discovere‘i 
to be forgeries until several] days after 
they had beep cashed. Secret service men 
discovered that the man who had presented 
the checks was one Viargas, and that he 
had been seen in Matanzas. They next 


learned that the man whose signature ip- 
eared had been dead 19 years, and that 

e had been interred under an assumed 
name. 

The body was exhumed and identified. 
weeppes around the body was a towel, 
containing a een banana. There is a 
Cuban superstition that, in the case of 
a murder, this prevents discovery of the 
murderer. This telltale observance of the 
superstition pointed to a murder in con- 
nection with the robbery. 

But the confederates of the man were 
captured and a part of the funds recoverai, 
and sufficient evidence was secured to con- 
vict them of robbery and murder. Peralta 
was the leader, and when the question of 

anting the amnesty was first mentioned 

6 made it known that he was an American 
citizen. He produced his citizenship papers 
to prove it, and was eventually released 
with his two companions. Shortly after- 
ward it was discovered that Peralta had 
forfeited his rights to American citizenship 

ause, since enpamning his papers, he had 
fought the Spanish army and Gen. 
Jiminez ellanos had pardoned some old 
offenses of Peraita because of his service 
in the Spanish arnmiy. 
hen these facts came to_light the sec- 
retary of state was appealAi to, and ae, 
in turn, conferred with the American min- 
iste?. The result was that detectives were 
dispatched to apprehend the ex-American 
citizens. Two were found in cafes, cele- 
brating their release, but Peralta fled. He 
was traced to Matanzas, and from there it 
was found he had asalled for Progroso, 
Mexico. He is still on the water and the 
officials tn Mexico have been requested to 
arrest him. As there is no extradition 
preaty between the two countries the of- 
lals here anticipate difficulty in obtain- 
ing his return.

Robert A. Bruce, a detail in the woman's 
ward of the City Hospital, says he fired the 
first shot in the naval battle of Manila. 

He says he was the third man to scale 
the inner wall in the siege of Pekin, China. 

In about two yeers of Asiatic service 
Bruce says he experienced more adven- 
tures than the average American sees in a 
lifetime. 

In two years he says he witnessed the 
great events which will form an epoch in 
American history. 

In May, 1898, he says, he was mate on the 
Raleigh and entered Manila Bay under 
Dewey. Bruce says he pulled the lanyard 
of the six-inch gun on the Raleigh that 
opened the engagement that Sunday morn- 
ing. He was in full charge of the gun, he 
Says, all through the battle, training it 
again and again on the Spanish fleet lying 
Within the breakwater. Afterwards, he 
Says, he helped man one of the boats that 
went to the aid of Montejo’s perishing 
sailors, 

After the American soldiers came to the 
Philippines Bruce concluded there was little 
chance for action in the islands and he 
returned to the United States, a discharged 
sailor. He loafed around New York a while 
and finally enlisted in the Ninth infantry, 
U. 8. A. 

This was in July, 1900. The regiment was 
ordered to China. Bruce journeyed across 
the continent, across the Pacific, and two 
months later was landed near Tien Tsin 
and joined the allied troops in the advance 
upop the Boxer stronghold. Th@city was 
captured and the allied army started for 
Pekin, the imperial city. 

The invaders were a mixed array, Rus- 
sian, Japs, English Tommies and German 
Stalwarts. When the army reached Pekin 
the Chinese guarding the outer and middle 
wall of the city fled without much resist- 
ance. But the third wall, guarding the pal- 
ace, was stoutly defended. 

A thousand boxers, armed with Mauser 
rifles, two-handed swords and bombs, held 
the wall. A Japanese officer and three pri-

At Trial State Introduced Several Wit- 
nesses Who Swore They Had Been 
Paid by Defendant to Sit 
on Juries. 


CHICAGO, June 28.—The omnibus trial of 
alleged jury bribers, which has been in 
progress for three weeks, terminated this 
all of the defendants, seven in 
number, being found guilty. 

Wiliam J. Gallagher is given an indef- 
inite term in the penitentiary; IT. H. 
O'Donnell and James T. Brady and Cyrus 
8S. Simon, lawyers, are fined $200 each; 
Jahn O'Donnell, brother of P,. H. O'Donnell, 
is fined $500, and H. T. Lawrence and Her- 
bert Rothery, jurors, are fined $200 each. 

The trial ew out of the troubles of the 
residents of the suburb of Austin with the 
Union Traction Co., which operates prac- 
tically all the street ear systems on the 
north and west sides of the city. 

The people of Austin demanded that they 
be granted, in compliance with an ordin- 
ance passed by the city council, passage to, 
the city for a eingle fare. The company 
refused to obey the ordinance, and caused 
the ejectment of a number of persons from 
the cars. 

They brought action against the com- 
any, and the suits, which were defended 
y Cyrus 8. Simon, an attorney regularly 
employed by the company, and by O’Don- 
nell and Brady, as special counsel, were 
decided in favor of the company. 

Charges of bribery were at once made 
against the attorneys for the traction comer 
pany and a number of the jurors. The case 
was on trial for three weeks and was bit- 
terly fought.

AUGUST OBERFELD WORRIED 
OVER LOSS OF HIS POSITION. 


SWALLOWED CARBOLIC ACID. 


He Had Been Employed at the St. 
Mathew Cemetery for 
Many Years. 


August Oberfeld, for many years sexton 
of the St. Mathew Cemetery, at Gravois 
avenue and Bates street, committed suicide

He was discovered by his wife, who went 
to the room of her husband to tell him 
that a firm of undertakers had telephoned 
to prepare for a funeral today.

Few persons understand the chango which 
the barbers’ calling is just now undergoing, 
since the establishment of Lcensing and 
examining boards. None can actually tell 
what the future will give in the way of 


barbers and tonsorial parlors. Of one thing 
we are assured, they will be far superior 
in both workmanship and®usefulness to the 
barber of the past and the present. 
Barber shops that are today considéred 
up to date will, in a few years, be regurded 
as relies of oM ideas and discarded cus- 
tomers, and the barber of the present wil! 
have to study if he intends keeping pace 
with the progressive spirit controlling the 
affairs of the ‘‘art tonsorial.”’ 

Henceforth every beginner must demon- 
strate before a board of examiners his abil- 
ity to perform all the mechanical] require- 
ments of a thorough, practical barber, and 
must possess knowledge of disinfectants, 
antiseptics, sterilization and sanitation, 
even to the smallest details.

‘was shown that the ten millions of germs 
| ere collected by one skirt was a very 
| @zact one. 

_ To begin with all instruments and materi- 
als were carefully sterilized. Distilled Wa- 
| ter was bolied on several successive days 
in a flask plugged with cotton wool, which 
aliows the steam to escape but does not 
, permit germs to enter. 


The repeated bolilings are necessary be- 
cause some germs, reproduce themselves 
by means of spores, which can withstand 
a very high temperature. Warmth causes 
them to grow rapidly into full-sized bac- 
teria, and subscquent boilings kill them 
effectually. 

Tho glass vessels and rods are baked In 
an oven and immediately before they are 
used they are passed through a blue hot 
flame. These processes of sterilization are 
used in all bactericlogical work, else germs 
foreign to the subject under examination 
would appear and thus destroy the exact- 
ness of the work. 

A piece of braid qa sivare inch in area 
was cut from the skirt and was placed in 
a sterilized veseel with 150 drops of pure 
water. The quantity was carefully meas- 
ured in a graduated glass. The braid was 
stirred about so that the germs were 
wash.d off. 

A culture medium was made—lean beef, 
cut up and placed in distilled water over 
night, this extracting much of its soluble 
nourishment. The liquid was filtered and 
mixed with gelatine and a little peptone 
and common salt and then cleared with an 
egg beaten up, shell and all, until under*the 
action of steam it became as transparent 
as glary. The medium was also sterillized 
by repeated boilings. 

By means of a little glass rod one drecp 
of the washings of the braid was placed

The medium and the drop that was placed 
upon it were kept for several days in a 
closed dish to keep out the air, in a uni- 
form warm temperature, and the germs 
prospered. That is the way with germs. 
Given the slightest encouragement, they 
will multiply at an amazing rate, each di- 
viding itself and dividing again until a 
small colony is formed, and one that is 
visible to the naked eye. 

In this experiment it was plain that the 
germs were particularly active. While the 
colonies could be seen plainly without a 
glass one was used to make the work more 
ceriain. It was found that from that sin- 
gle drop of water no fewer than 536 colo- 
nies developed. 

It was na mere matter of arithmetie to de- 
termine how many germs kad been yath- 
ered by the skirt. Inasmuch as 150 d,)ps of 
water were used, there must have been 26,- 
0 germs washed from the little piece of 
braid having an area of only an inch. An

skirt six. inches wide and twice as long 
on each side swept along the ground. There- 
fore this skirt really contained at least 472,- 
OO germs. 

As a matter of fact there must have been 
a deal more than that bevause it is not 
unreasonable to suppose that the mere 
stirring about of the braid in the sterilized 
water washed off all the germs. But 10,000,- 
000 is ever sO Many more than can be earily 
realized. 

This experiment, of course, was merely 
to determine the number of bacteria. The 
process of looking for distinet bacilli like 
those of tuberculosis is somewhat different, 
The trains that sweep the ground do much 
toward spreading the white death, and this 
has been proven conclusively. 

The easiest and most direct way 
to take some of the washings of the 
dress and inject them into a guinea pig 
or rabbit, which would develop tubercu- 
losis if the tubercle bacilll were existent. 
But the bactericlogist may not that. 
He must ciing to his own methods. 

He cannot develop the tubercle germs on

cilli do not take kindly to gelatine, and 
besides these bacilli grow very slowly and 
they would be overwhelmed by the putre- 
factive and other germs. 

So a drop of the washings was placed 
on a thin microscopical cover glass and 
dried. The specimen was then washed and 
strained and placed under a_ microscope. 
Darkly stained, rod-like bodies proved that 
the bacilli of consumption were being car- 
ried about in the dress. 

They were not found at once, for it takes 
a well-trained eve to recognize the bacilli 
which so0 long escaped the. vigilance of 
scientific men. But they are found »5n 
nearly every skirt that had been much 
worn and which had been examined under 
the microscope by skilled eyes. 

And not only were the consumption 
germs found, but those of diphtheria as 
well. 

But the danger from currency is even 
greater for the reason that it is handled so 
much more. A comparatively new green- 
back that had not lost its crispnese was 
washed in an ounce and a half of water. 
This water was allowed to run over a 
gelatine medium, and in a few days it was 
filled with colonies of germs. 

Banknotes that haye long been in Ccircula- 
tion were found tsthien with germs, and 
amng them were those of deadly diséases. 
One of the notes had passed most of its 
active existence In a farming country, as 
was shown by the earth that clung to it. 
The culture from this was heated so that 
a majority of the germs were killei, leave« 
ing the spores of those that could withstand 
the greatest temperature. 

From these cultures were made’ which, 
urder the micrscope, were found to be the 
germs of tetanus, or lockjaw. The original 
home of these bacilli is in the soil. In some 
countries they are so prevalent that the 
natives dare not go barefoot, for they know 
that it will very likely result in an attack 


of the disease that Is usually fatal. 

The silver and copper cOins are even a 
worse menace. If it could be known how 
many children are sacrificed to their com- 
mon habit of placing coims in thelr mouth 
it would startle people, in the opinion of 
bacteriologists who have made careful in- 
vestigations 

Pennies are especially dangerous, for 
nothing ig better adapted to spread disease 
than a copper coin. The time will come, 
no doubt, when the law will compe! disin 
fecting of all coins, and particularily pen- 
nies, which are most commonly circulated 
in those districts where disease is likely to 
lurk 

A carefu]) exam'netion of a alsinfeeted 
penny failed to reveal the presence of any 
germs, but those from among which it had 
been taken and which were not disinfected, 
contained enough to keep all the hospitals 
of New York busy for months, providing 
they developed in human beings. 

The pennies were laid on a glycerine cul- 
ture and the germs grew like leaves on the 
trees. From ene penny were developed 
smallpox germs and from another dipbth- 
erla. and from a third tubereulosis bacilli. 
Smallpox germs were especially prevalent 
in the cultures made from pennies, and it 
seemed that they must have come from a 
pesthouse, but as a matter of fact, the pen. 
nies had been in general circulation. 

But the germs of the deadly disease do 
not have an easy time, for as was said in 
describing the experiment with the piece 
of braid, they are frequently destroyed by 
the luxunNous growth of other germs. 

Certainly the disappearance from our 
streets of the trailing skirt would be a 
blesding. Not only does it collect gzerins 
itself, but it etirs them up, until the atmos- 
phere Is laden with them for innocent vie- 
tims to breathe. And it would be possible 
to disinfect the currency ip circulation, nar 
ticularly the small coins.

There 
are unwritten laws that even the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation, albeit he cares little 
for precedent, may: not override with im- 
punity if he wishes to preserve his comfort. 
And there is no autocrat like a cook. 

Wherefore the hash breakfasts of Senator 
Hanna were a most agreeable novelty, and 
as the pancakes were a dream of gastro- 
nomic satisfaction, it is no wonder that the 
President characterized the breakfasts as 
“bully.” 

And when Postmaster-General Payne, 
who is the vice-chairman of the Republi- 
can national committee, and one or two othe

It seems a barrer soil, 
but it is rich enough. The wheat grows 
shoulder high. Beside it the wheat of the 
highlands across the rivers is poor. It fails 
entirely in the flood years, if the flood is a 
big one, but in all other years it puts every 
other wheat country around it to blush. 

Down on the lower Point the finest fields 
are protected with levees. They are high 
enough to protect the crops from ordinary 
high water. Even this year the Mississip- 
pi was not more than four or five feet be- 
low flelds in which were hundreds of thou- 
sands of bushels of wheat. But there was 
not the slightest danger. The lowland farm- 
ers have made a study of high water. It 
is only in the early spring that they fear 
it. The river has never bothered to any 
great extent in June. In the big flood of 
1892 the water reached its crest upon the 
19th day of May. 

The wheat of. the Point is all in the shock 
today. Some of it will be threshed this 
week. In many a field the heads are 
shoulder high and four inches long.

What causes it? Nobody knows certain- 
ly.

The beau- 
tiful cave near Deadwood, S. D., was 
found by a hunter who sat down to rest 
and was cooled by a blast of cold air from 
a crevice in the bluff.

up, and “Yankee Doodle’ pealed forth in 
the highest style of the whistling art. It 
is the only tune my father knows, and it 
is a pleasure to hear it as it comes through 
that new set of teeth. 

Electricity has made dentistry advance as 
it has advanced. I have an electric oven 
for baking porcelain that is capa- 
ble of a heat of 4500 degrees.. I use an elec- 
tric lathe and an electric engine for all the 
work in the mouth. It works so much 
quicker that one-third of the time is em- 
ployed that was formerly required, and so 
two-thirds of the pain and nervous strain 
is eliminated. Formerly it took half a day 
to make a filling. Now an expert, working 
with electricity, may fill a tooth in 10 min- 
utes. I use an electric root dryer that heats 
up the cavity after it is cleaned and dries 
it out almost instantly. That is a modern 
invention and time-saver. An English mod- 
eling wax has taken the place of nijaster of 
paris, which was a heat-producer, besides 
being ill-tasting. 


Very few first-class dentists now admin- 
ister cM¥roform or ether and rarely is ni- 
trous-oxyde gas given. Anything that re- 
duces to unconsciousness has ‘a bad effect. 
Local anesthetics are down to a fine point 
now. Probably the most popular is ethol- 
ohloride. This is sprayed on the part to be 
treated for sensitive dentifics and aching 
teeth. Among the locol anesthetics, inject- 
ed hyperdermically, is cocoaine, odontunder, 
alvatunder and the many formulas of tun- 
der. 

The most common disease that the dentist 
has to treat is pyorrhea alveolaris, or grad- 
ual absorption of the process below the 
gums. The gums recede and the teeth be- 
come loose and drop out. This disease is due 
to neglect of the teeth. It can be arrested 
if taken in time. 

There are specialties in dentistry. Two 
West End men get a hundred dollars a case 
for straightening children’s teeth. They 
know how to do their work.

By completing the construction of an aban- 
doned railroad he got a financial start, and 
at once went to work to develop his black- 
soil hobby. He bought, at ridiculously low 
figures, 10,000 acres of swamp lands in 
Ford and Champaign counties, Ill He 
dredged and drained them, sold them for 
$100 an acre, and, in 189), bought the firat 
5000 acres of the Kankakee swamp. He ex

the water and black ooze, the owners lost 
no time In selling, and congratulated them- 
selves that they had found a “sucker” at 
last. Since then the value of every one of 
those 5000 acres has been raised from $5 to 
a point where the owner has refused offers 
of $100, and some of $125, because it is worth 
more to him in working out his extensive 
scheme. He now has the very. heart of 
Jasper County, Ind., extending from the 
Kankakee river itself, 19 miles south; an 
aggregate of 22,000 acres, all in one tract.

She received a letter from Me- 
Kendree Chamberlain, President of the 
College, stating that on his initiative the 
Board of Trustees had unanimously con- 
ferred upon her the degree of Master of 
Arts ‘“‘for meretorius work in the criticism 
of art and modern literature.”’ A diploma 
was sent. 

I believe Miss Bernays has no equal in 
St. Louis as an art critic and no superior 
as a critic of moden American, English, 
German, French and Italian literature. 
She is a friend of the drama and of music 
and a patron of the arts. Her collection 
of ofl paintings included the work of local 
men, so she is a women who believes in 
supporting home talent.

Miss Pernays has a fine brary of near- 
ly 1000 valumes. She is a great admirer of 
Hamilton Mabie, whose essays on life are 
what they are.

Miss Bernays has 
written a few short stories, but mcst of 
her literary work has been critical. She 
is a member of the Ethical Culture Socie- 
ty and the Greek Ethics Club. She is also 
a leading member of the Wednesday Club, 
belonging to the social eccnomics and art 
sections, and frequently reading papers. 
She has lectured at the self culture clubs 
to working girls on ‘‘The Swiss and Their 
Country,” where even the schoolhouse jan- 
jtors are elected, and to be a judge of 
election is an honof equal to being mayor 
of St. Louis ‘The Great .

The more you pick your flowers the bet- 
ter they wili bloom. So if you gather them 
for the pleasure of those in vour own home 
and in the homes of your kindred, friends 
and neighbors, you will be repaid for your 
kindness by your garden. Gather your 
blossoms early each day and send them 
where they will give pleasure. ‘Then the 
plant on which they grew will be free to 
give its strength to the new blossoms. 
Mhort-stemmed Mowers can be placed in 
shallow dishes. 

Keep down the weeds by raking, pulling 
and hoeing them out, and sprinkle when the 
sun is not shining strong upon your plants, 
Be very careful never to let plants 
form seed. You do not want many seeds, but 
you do want good seeds. If for any reason 
all your plants are poor do ‘not gather any 
seeds from them. You wish to propgate 
g00d plants only, and good plants can grow 
only from good seeds of good plants.

Keep your 
bright eyes open, and I am sure you will 
find find just what you want among the 
boxes that come from the stores. 

Perhaps some little friend who has nice 
flowers will trade seeds with you. Then he 
can have more kinds and so can you, You 
would better gather a few seeds in the mid- 
dle of the summer than a great many at the 
end of it. You can send some of our flow- 
ers and seeds to your friends who dfd not 
make gardens this year, and fn that way 
encourage them to grow them next years. 

There are other ways of propagating 
Plants besides sowing secd. 

Perhaps some day I wi.! tell you how te 
slip them and how to prepare some for 
winter blooming and some for winter rest. 
I may also tell you how some boys and 
girls are going to make their gardens pay 
them so that next year they can buy more 
seeds and plants or trees and shrubs or 
garden tools. 

Be careful to keep your garden growing 
all summer, for you want to have some 
nice flowers to exhibit at the Children’s 
Flower Show in the autumn.

at night and have time the next day to get around and ask men to vote for him. 

But the hobbies of children are governed by no similar process of reasoning. 
They are no more to be explained than the vicious disposition of Mont Pelee. 


A few years ago the hobby of the average boy was eggs. 


He collected eggs. 


He began with hens’ eggs on his father's place and wound up with some such 
treasure as the egg of a crocodile from the Orinoco, a rhea from Australia, or a 
chimney swallow irom the smokestack of the public school. 


Then it was stamps.

Again it was coins.

St. Louis. 


TICKER collecting is epidemic among 

S St. Louis children of school age, and 

the fa@ is one which promises to last 
through the summer months. 

Following on the memorable coupon craze 
of last spring, and the earlier practice of 
collecting street car transfers, the sticker 
craze has taken firm hold of almost every 
boy and girl who has a voice with which 
tod solicit the gummed labels and a book 
to paste them in. 

Downtown merchants have learned the 
extent of the craze. Railroad passenger 
and freight agents, insurance men and 
druggists have undergone a constant siege 
for a month past. 

Some of the victims of the craze have 
considered the opportunity for advertising 
a rarely good one, and have distributed 
the adhesive prizes by the thousand. Oth- 
ers, who have doubted the value of such 
advertising, have posted notices, inform- 
ing juvenile visitors that stickers are not 
kept in stock. 

The stickers which the children seek for 
their collections are square, rectangular, 
round, octagonal, star-shaped, leaf-shaved, 
fan-shaped and of every other form known 
to the lithographer and die cutter. Most 
of them are issued for advertising pur- 
poses. The essential quality is that they 
have gummed backs. 

Before the craze set in, the sticker ¢n- 
joyed a moderate use as a means of ad- 
vertising. Wholesale houses would issue 
the adhesive slips to their salesmen and 
employes, to be pasted up at random 
wherever an opportunity offered. Cigar 
manufacturers, shoe dealers and druggists 
were the principa! users of stickers for ad- 
vertising. A few hundred would last them 
for months. Local agents of fire insurance 
companies used stickers bearing their 
names to remind their policy holders or 
their places of business. 

How the craze started no one seems to 
know. Its first indications were seon in 
Olive street railroad ticket offices. A stick- 
er of the Iron Mountain, adorned with a 
steer’s head, which the line had issued to 
its agents for months past, suddenly be- 
came in great demand. The Frisco’s red 
trademark sticker jumped into popularity 
at the same time. The Mobile & YDhio 
found its supply of quadrilateral stickers 
exhausted in a few days by a too obliging 
agent. 

“Mister, give me a sticker,’"’ was the re- 
quest of daily increasing numbers of the 
children. The railroad men would supply 
the demand as long as any of the little ad- 
vertising plasters remained. On Saturdays 
with the schools closed, the supply would 
usually be exhausted. 


Not satisfied with the more showy stick- 
ers of the passenger departments, the boys 
and girls sought the freight .* partrnents 
of the railrcads. Here stickers are used 
both for advertising and to aid ir direct- 
ing goods. “Ship our freight via the Fish 
Line” ia a common form of sticker. These 
are distributed by the freight agents to 
shippers. 

The freignt departments did not take as 
kindly to the invasion of the youthful col- 
lectors as the ticket agents had done. signs 
were soon posted in most of the freight of- 
fices announcing that stickers were not 
given away to children. This policy only 
added to the value of the spectmens, which 
the children continued to get, making 
friends of clerks and stenographers for the 
purpose. One freight department sticker, 
however plain in design, became worth a 
dozen or more of the gaudy advertisements 
so freely given away by ithe passenger of- 
fices. 


In the standard of values, which the 
young collectors soon established by trad- 
ing among themselves, druggists’ labels 
algo stood high. Those bearing the death's 
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head and the word “poison” were consid- 
ered especially valuable. Children who 
sought to add specialties to their collections 
obtained the labels of public and private 
libraries and the gummed certificates of 
inspection affixed to meat at abattoirs, 

World's Fair 1998 stickers are in every 
collection, and places are reserved for those 
which may be issued with the rate revised 
When the children commenced to enter 
business houses of every sort and ask for 
“a sticker, please,”” a new method of ad- 
vertising suggested itself to a number of 
retailers, and the children were told that 
if they would call a week later they wou'd 
be supplied with as many gummed souve- 
nirs a8 they could carry away. 

The craze arose, one business man 
had commenced 0printing the __ stick- 
ers used by the insurance men, and 
filling some similar orders from railroad 
freight departments. His business, which 
had started in modest fashion, oulgrew its 
bounds as merchants and manufacturers 
commeneed to demand the pasters, and for 
weeks past he has been pverrun with or- 
ders. 

Owners of collections soon commenced 
to paste them in albums. Some of these 
were improvised from old geographies and 
spelling books, while some former postage 
stamp collectors stripped their well-filled 
albums of their contents to make room for 
the rew fad. 

The demand for stickers on the part of 
the children has increased esteadily since 
the closing of the schools. Shabbily-drossed 
urchins stand beside the children of wealthy 
families at the counters of merchants, re- 
questing additions to their colleotions, and 
every juvenile meeting place has becomc a 
sticker exchange. 

Children whose fathers are in business, 
enabling them to get numerous stickers of 
firnis in other cities, are objects of envy 
from their playmates. The fathers have in 
some cases become as enthusiastic as their 
boys and girls, and some have been sus- 
pected of making collections on their own 
account. 

Dorothy Milius of €014 West Cabanne 
place, pupil in a private school in Cebanne, 
is credited with having the largest sticker 
collection of any 8t. Louis chiid. Her al- 
bum contains nearly 700 varieties. Walter 
Sprague of 5127 Vernon avenue, a Dozier 
school pupil, has nearly 600 different spe- 
cimens. Margery Doud of 5746 Maple ave- 
nue, also in the Dozier school, has a coliec- 
tion nearly as large as that of Walter 
Sprague. 

The firms printing stickers buy gummed 
paper from houses, which make a specialty 
of dealing in it, the so-called German paper 
being preferred because it takes the gum 
more easily and evenly than any other 
variety. The plates for a half dozen or 
more stickers of different forms are placed 
on color presses, and the gummed paper is 
printed with the various designs. Cutting 
dies, corresponding in shape to the outline 
of the stickers, are placed on the sheets 
of printed paper. and a heavy press bears 
the die through the paper, stacked in lots 
of 200 or 300 sheets. By the same process 
each design is cut from the surounding 
paper. 

The care of gummed paper is one of the 
trials of the life of printers who have to 
Nandle it. It must not become damp cr 
too hot, otherwise the carefully designed 
stickers would stick to nothing but each 
other, and would not find their way into the 
albums of St. Louis children.

ne thing that makes for the beauty of 
a Japanese celebration is that the general 
scheme ts municipal, as distinct from our 
g0-as-you-please ma“hod cf decoration. 
This is not only uniform, but {s organized 
at so slight an expense that the humblest 
street ‘9 as attractive as the proudest. The 
result of this harminious arrangement is in 
continuous vistas of line and color that 
enchant the eve in whatever direction it 
turns. For to the Japanese the artistic 
effect of repetition far transcends the value 
of mere novelty. 

Of course nations who have not the bam- 
boo are handicapped in countless ways. 
With the bamboo one may do anything. 
On this occasion it was interesting to 
watch these decorative preparations, which 
were so slight, so Inexpensive, and more 
beautiful than anything we had ever seen 
in the vroudesat moments of the western 
worl.l. 

Bamboo uprights at the edge of the pave- 
ments were connected by a cross bar the 
height of a man’s stature, on each side of 
every street. This crossbar was hung with 
round lanterns bearing the cherry-tinted 
disk which symbolizes the Japanese em- 
pire. From each upright, bending out ward, 
was a branch of cherry blossoms. This 
was simply a barked stick with two cross- 
pieces on which were tacked flowers of the 
rudest manufacture, but so naturally tinted 
and grouped that in the long perspective of 
the street they had the effect of freshly- 
gathered boughs, Thus the whole city was 
in bloom, and no homes, rich or poor, was 
otherwise distirguished. In addition to 
these every ™ feet flaunted the national 
or gayer naval flag of Japan.

The remaining depres- 
sions slowly hardened, but, the crust being 
at first in the nature of the case very thin, 
the molten mass below involved in its own 
shrinking a further deepening of these de- 
pressions, causing the profound ocean 
depths of today. Finally the whole crust 
covering the globe hardened sufficiently 
to hecome hemogeneously solid and to cease 
from further shrinking. 

What, then, are the causes which have 
so profoundly influenced the transforma- 
tion of the earth's surface since then? I 
think we have to look to the moon for one 
of the explanations. We are all familiar 
with the influence of the moon upon oceanic 
and atmospheric motions; we are prone to 
overlook its effect upon the earth's solid 
crust. There is a mutual relation between 
the two bodies; that of the earth is evi- 
dently much greater, which, to my mind, is 
proved by the fact that atmosphere and 
water have disappeared from the moon, 
and its surface exhibits the traces of im- 


mense volcanic activities, a condition caused 
by the attractive powers of the earth. A 
corresponding effect of the moon upon 
the earth is shown by the correspond- 
ing smaller number of volcanic craters on 
our globe. 

If my first proposition of the formation 
of sea bottoms is correct it would follow 
from my theory of the moon’s influence 
that the thin crusted deep sea bottoms 
would be more readily subject to volcanic 
activity than the high land elevations, 
Now we are all familiar with the fact that 
modern volcanoes are exclusively in the 
neighborhood of ocean basins while _moun- 
tain ranges of volcanic character hayeé al- 
ways arisen where land and sea meet. My 
supposition is that the molten masses e- 
neath the thin crust were moved toward 
the surface by some power under the in- 
fluence of the moon, either lifting or break- 
ing the crust, according to the strength 
of resistance; leading in the one case te the 
formation of non-volcanic mountaia 
ranges, as the Alps, Himalayas, etc.j in

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DOMINICA’ S BOILING LAKE 
IS ONE OF EARTH’S MARVELS” 


ILFRED M. CLIVE, a descendant 
W of the Clive who founded the Brit- 
ish empire in India, was killed in 
December at Dominica's boiling lake by the 
first outburst of the fires that caused Mont 
Pelee to give the world a-greater tragedy 
than that of Pompeli and Herculaneum. 

A fascinating, beautiful, treacherous is- 
land is this same Dominica. The molten 
lava sea that underlies the island seethes 
benea‘h so thin a covering that, warmed 
by its fires a vegetation has sprung up with 
an incomparable luxuriance that makes it 
the most wonderful in the world. 8o thin, 
indeed, is this covering that everywhere 
streams of boiling sulphurous water break 
through, milky white, poisoning the orchid- 
scented air with deadly vapors, while high 
up on the mountain lies the Bolling Lake, 
one of nature’a marvels, 

Hearing of this strange lake, lying 2000 
feet ubove the level of the sea, on the 
flank of Mount Diablotin, the highest peak 
in the West Indies, Mr. Clive determined 
to visit. it straightway. 

So, on Dec. 2%, accompanied by Gerald 
McDonald and a guide, Clive set out from 
the town of Roseau for Laudat, which was 
reached at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Leav- 
ing McDonald behind, Clive began the 
climb under the guidance of Jean Jules 
and Manton Rollins, or, as many visitors to 
Dominica will better remember them, Wy- 
lie and Dugruaclin. 

About 300 feet wide, the encircling walls 
rose 100 feet from the water. Generally 
the lake was covered over with clouds of 
steam—its temperature’ was over 120 de- 
grees, but on this December morning, 
says the one survivor of the little expe- 
dition, the alr was clear, although the 
bubbling of its surface, if anything, was 
more violent than usual. 

Wylle, who was an old, experienced 
guide, was so alarmed at this that he 
begged Mr. Clive not to go down to the 
water, but Clive, not to be detained by any 
fancied _canee, had — —— At 


first all went well, though the atmosp here - 
was almost unbearable. bn 

Mr. Clive attempted some pbhctugraphs 
without success, after which the guides 
showed him a little stream tumbling won Fe os 
the cliff, and then lunch was spread, 

When lunch was over Clive went “down 
to the shore once more, and scarcely had 
he left when everything began to k* 
black before Rollins’ eyes. Feeling, 
he afterward described it, as if he w 
dying, he started to run, but fell down uw. 
conscicus. 

Those few staggering steps probably sav 
his life, for when he revived he foun 
Wylie lying overcome where he tirst felt ~ 
the effects of the gas. Yetritied with ter- 
ror Rolling could not move, but called to 
Clive, who, running up, lifted Wylie’s head 
from the ground and started to rub his 
limbs in an effort to bring him to. — 

“tf told M1. Clive.” said Rollins at the 
inquest, “that I felt as if 1 was ¢ 
and that Wylie was dead: and not to re 
main any longer, but to return.” 

Clive’s reply was brief, but unmistediatiée, 

“No, Wylie is not dead; go down to Lau- 
dat and get the doctor.” 

That was the last time this gallant gen- 
tleman, who would not try to save him- 
self while even a poor negro guidé was 
in danger, was seen alive. From Laudat
